Astapova. Nov. 21.—Count Loo Tol­ 
stoy (lied here. 
He was unconscious 
for some time before the end came 
and failed to recognize his wife when 
she entered his bed chamber. 
It was Oct. 12, when for reasons 
that have not yet been fully made 
clear, Tolstoy fled from his home at 
Yasnaya Poliania, practically desert­ 
ing his w itch e d family. 
To the for­ 
mer he left a note in which he de­ 
clared he could no longer live sur­ 
rounded by luxury and had fled in or­ 
der that he might spend his last days 
in solitude. 
The disappearance of the 
author was k< pt a family secret for 
nearly 
th and then the countess, 
almost disffb >eii by her failurt to get 
any news 
of 
her 
husband’s where­ 
abouts, made the fact known. 
He had lived for years a most sim­ 
ple life, and this caused general ap­ 
prehension that ins mind might bt- fail­ 
ing. 
His friends and nu tabers oi his 
family at once organized themselves 
into reaching parties with the result 
that on Nov. 12 he was found on int­ 
estate of the Abrikosoffs, a weaith> 
manufacturer, within eighty miles of 
the home from which he laid fled. 


O verestim ated 
His Power. 


As a matter of fact, in attempting 
his flight, Tolstoy, who was eighty-two 
years old, overestimated his powers of 
endurance and quieklj succumbed to 
the hardships of the winter journey. 
Au inflammation of the lungs set in 
and when Dr. Makowetzky, who had 
accompanied the count on his tlignt, 
attempted to get him back horn* , it 
was found 
that he could 
not even 
stand the railroad journey, compara-j 
tively short as it was. 
He had to he 
taken from the train at the little sta 
tion of Astapova, where a lodging was 
found for him in the hut of a railroad 
trackman. 
There he was forced to re 
main, the inflammation of the lungs 
gradually becoming worse and sapping 
his vitality until he could be kept 
alive only by the constant adminis­ 
tration of stimulants to keep up his 


heart action. 
The fact 
of 
his excommunication

weighed 
heavily on 
Count Tolstoy’s 
mind. 
In his delirious moments he 
made constant reference to the fact ! 
and when in possession ol his facul- 1 
ties would also refer to it bitterly. As 
a consequence every possiole effort : 
was made by his friends and even by 
Emperor Nicholas 
himself 
to tiring 
about a rescinding of the decree of 
excommunication, lint without result. 
The holy synod remained obdurate 
on the point, declaring that Tolstoy 
himself had given no indication that 
he desired ti reconciliation, aud refus­ 
ing to take the initiative in the mat­ 
ter. 
Tolstoy also refused a reconciliation 
with his family, both his wife and chil­ 
dren being denied entrance to his sick 
chamber until he lapsed into muon- 
sc holiness. 


Born at Yasnaya Poliana. 


Count 
Lyof 
Nikolaivitch 
Tolstoy, 
usually called Count Leo Tolstoy, nov­ 
elist and social reformer, was born 
Aug. 28, 1828, at Yasnaya Poliana, in 
the province of Tula, Russia. 
When 
twenty-three years old he entered Hie 
army and served in the Caucasus and 
in the defense of Sebastopol against 
the British and French allied forces. 
Tie first made a reputation in litera­ 
ture by a series of 
vivid sketches 
written from Sebastopol. 
When lie 
left the army, soon after the Crimean 
war, he devoted himself entirely to 
literature. 


His “W ar and Peace,” a tale of in­ 
vasion of Russia by Napoleon in 1812. 
is regarded in Russia as being His 
masterpiece, though His “Anna Kare­ 
nina,” which appeared in HTG, and 
“The Cossacks,” found greater favor 
abroad, where his “Kreutzer Sonata," 
translations of which were published 
in 1890, also attracted wide attention. 
Tolstoy wrote much on education 
and published several 
short 
stories 
and reminiscences of childhood and 
yo 
ii: but of recent years ho had de- 
v€2ieu. himself to religious teaching. 
He made “ Return Not Evil” the key­ 
stone of the Christian faith and in­ 
sisted that the literal interpretation 
of the sermon on the mount w'as the 
only rule of the Christian life. 
The 
religious views of Tolstoy were set 
forth in his “Christ’s Christianity” and 
“My Religion.” 
In 1903 Tolstoy wras excommunicat­ 
ed by the holy synod and in October. 
1902, he deposited his memoirs and 
diaries with the curators of the Ru- 
rayansoff museum, on 
the condition 
that they should not be published un­ 
til ten years after his death, and in 
November of the same year he legally 
made over ills whole fortune, includ­ 
ing his real and personal estate, to his 
wife and children.
